One of the letter* receired by Thom- 
as Estrada Palma deacribea a 6rrcely 
fought battle In which the Spanish 
forces were defeated with jfroHt loss. 
A Spaniard who bad escaped from a 
hospital at Laliimenta, near where the 
battle was fought, had gone to Quan- 
tanin and told the Spanish authorities 
there that Gen. Maceo was sick In the 
mountains and had only thirty men 
wltb him. - which was not true. 
On August 30 last before Gen. 
Maceo had quite recovered, he re- 
ceived word that a column oi 
Spanish infantry numbering 1,200 men 
with a company of cavulry and two 
piecea of artillery was advancing on 
him. He ordered eight of hi 
go forward and hold the mountain pass 
of Racona, firing on everyone who ap- 
! proached. The pass is very narro 
and the rest of Gen. Maceo's force w 
behind it It was the only way 
reach Maceo's position, and was 
commanding that a few men stationed 
there could keep a host at bay. Before 
the Spanish forces arrived Maceo con- 
trived to send word to his brother. 
Gen. Antonio Maceo, of his peril On 
the morning of the 31st the Spaniards 
r.pneared. 

The Spanish forces gained the psss. 
from which a body of men oould pro- 
tect the hospitals, but were driven 
back again by a Cuban colonel named 
' Cebreco and several men. Ajrain the 
Spaniards gained the pass, but were 
driven back by Gen. Maceo. Matters 
were looking serious for the ( ubans. 
Just then, however, a relief force un- 
der Gen. Antonio Maceo arrived and 
attacked the Spaniards in the reai 
The Spaniards had gained the pass for 
the last time, but were forced to evac- 
uate it 

The Spaniards then found themselves 
attacked front and rear by the men un 
der Gen*. Jom> and Antonio Mat eo, and 
over sixty of them were killed, 
aides this, eighty of them were wound- 
ed and carried away o 
The Spaniards fled, but were headed 
off by Gen. Antonio Maceo while Gen. 
Joee Maceo attacked them in the rear 

Next day the Spanish forces returnee 
and renewed tae fight in an open plain 
named Ir.uabenana. where they could 
use their artillery, but were completely 
routed. This defeat, the rebels said, 
the Spaninrds claimed as a victory. 
Some officers were sent to the Span 
authorities asking pay, claiming that 
Maeeo had been captured.
